. Mx, Francls, who bad « wety cordial reception, 
{a opentog faid tha. subject of bis lecture.was 
the discovesy of the sea ron‘o to India by Vasco 
da Gama In (898, an ‘event which the Portugucie 
race and nation, oar friends and allles were 
celcbrating this year.. Oa the zoth May there 
wasio be opened a celebration extending over 
aweek. Here ln Hongkong ‘at the request, of 
the Portaguese Gorerament the members of tke 
Club Lusitaco would celebrate the event by 2 
concert, x ball ard an Inauguration at the 
Clab Lasitano of « bust ‘of Varco da Gama, It 
was quite recently that this ceofenary became 
of grext loterest, not merely to Portugal, from 
which Varco da Gama spradg, bat to the whole 
world, . His was one of tho great discoveries ia 
history. Four of these eveats occurred at tha 
close of the sth and the beglantng of the 16th 
centuries ; there wasthe disccuvery of America 
by Colambus, the first rounding of the Caps, the 
completion of tke voyage from Lisbon to Callcst 
and, a few yeas later, the discovery of the rea 
route from the Stralts of Magellanto the Pacific, 
‘These greatevents, all within afow years, effecied 
agreat alteration not merely in the matter of 
trade with Euope but they almost made a comp. 
Jete revolution Io the balance of'power, As Lord 
Bacon had sald “ Wheever has the trade has tha 
wealth and whoever has the wealth possesses the 
power." Trade between the West, wherever it 
wes for tha moment, and tha Kust, bad always: 
been an object of great desire and exercised the 
thoughts of those who songht to be abla to 
obtain possession of it, They found that tha 
trade with the Kast was practically fn possession 
ofthe Arabs on the Atfailc ‘sfde_and of tho 
Phoentclans onthe Earopean side. The wea'th of 
India, the silks of Chins, the spices of the Far 
East all patted Into Europe by coasiing vessels, 
- galllog along the shores of Iadia and Persia and 
by the fleets of Palmyra and Sidon, From 
these It was carrled to the abores of tha Medle 
terrancan, As the centres of power shifted fo 
those distant ages so did the trade In the [ndian 
Ocean, the Persian Gulf, and the Red Sea which, 
was in the hands ofthe Arablaos. The lecturer 
then' went Into an fateresiing explanation of 
the passage of trade from the Phoeniclans ta the 
Egyptians {n the Persian Golf-and the Golf of.

T.-of Portugal macled Pali 
John O'Gaunt, Doke of Lancaster and for 200 
years after the Kingdom of Portogal erjoyed 
the ereatast of prosperity, Portugal was mort 
admirably sltvated for trada and commerce 
Beyond the sca; there were namerous parts along 
the coast that were. frequented by trading craft 
und the peoole were hardy, kecustomed to fight- 
Ing in field and stege and to en'esprises, and, 
shut.out as the other European natfons were, 
were better filted to take op the matter of 
obtalaing new means of opeblag commerce and 
research and of adventare on the seas, One of 
the most {amous of tha names of that 
time was that of Prince Henry, a clever 
navigator and son of Kiag Jotun of Portugal 
and Philippa, daughter of John O' Gaunt, The 
prince was « learned man for those days and 
bad travelled (ut east and west and he had 
devoted himself to the study of navigation and 
trade, Ho withdrew for some years from the 
court and dastablished bimself on the extreme 
h-west point of Karope, He also sent: out 
expeditions along the coast of Afrca, 
mearch'ng for new countries and new routes, 
Inxg18 Moedefra was discovcrod and In 1434 
Mogador on the African caast, In 1455 Cape 
de Verda Islands were discovered aud in 3460- 
Prince Henty tiled, Then thee were. wart 
wih Spatn and alolila the matt-rofdlicovery 
by sen, Prince Heory had been-a close, student 
of the voyages of Mareo Polo and it was fairly 
well indicated that Africa cauld be rounded.
